SOME LESSONS IN REFORM.—II. 


THE first lesson which the history of the 
Bérsenverein may teach the leaders of reform 
movements it. this country is the desirability of 
creating @ national organization in which every 
branch of the book trade shall be represented. 
Possibly most men will agree that in order to 
cook a hare it is first necessary to have one. 
So it will be equally clear to every thinking 
man that no reform is possible without an 
organized body composed of at least the more 
important members interested. After such an 
organization has been effected there must 
follow a period of education, adjustment, and, 
necessarily, of compromises. Hand in hand 
with this must go the bringing up—that is, 
the training—of the future bookseller. The old 
bookseller is either dead or has been gradually 
crowded out, and his place has not been filled; 
nor is there at present much hope that his 
place will speedily be supplied. This is a 
matter of first importance, for if a remedy is 
not provided in time, there will no longer be 
a book trade in the better sense of the word. 

And right here is perhaps the most notable 
difference between the two branches of the 
American book trade: while the publisher has 
in some fashion maintained his position, the 
bookseller has deteriorated. True, the pub- 
lisher is no longer a publisher in the strict sense 
of the word, but is also a retailer. To this he 
Was pushed in some degree by the bookseller, 
Who became untrue to his profession and 
thought he could lay by more. money ina 
shorter time by dabbling in ‘‘side lines”— 
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wall-paper at first, then toys and hammocks, 
furniture, crockery, candies, fruits, tobacco, ¢ 
tutti quanti, and so gradually lost his grip on 
the book business. 

Piece by piece this class of bookseller has al- 
lowed the business of selling books to slip away 
or to be wrested from him; and as his trade in 
books declined, instead of making a manly 
fight to keep his hold on it, he has added a few 
more ‘‘ side lines,” so that to-day the question 
‘‘Who is a legitimate bookseller?” (assuming 
that such an one is he who deals in books only) 
would indeed be very hard to answer. The 
publisher, obliged to go behind the bookseller 
to reach the public and to create a demand, 
was in time, through the circumstances of the 
case, obliged also tosupply that demand. The 
process was not an economical one and, inas- 
much as the publisher became the competitor of 
the bookseller, in time it has borne evil fruits 
for all concerned. 

Indifference on the part of the pseudo-book- 
seller made possible, furthermore, the book 
annex to the department store, one of the most 
dangerous parasites of the publishing branch 
of the book trade. . The department store is a 
menace to the publisher, because in proportion 
as it succeeds in the monopoly of his business 
it threatens to become his dictator, and will 
require larger increasing concessions in the 
matter of prices and discounts. Such has al- 
ready happened in the case of several pub- 
lishing houses; the others will inevitably be- 
come involved in its toils if they permit the 
total extinction of the bookseller. In the end 
we think the publisher will find that it will be 
more profitable for him to encourage and pro- 
tect a well-regulated and widely distributed 
system of retail bookstores than to feed the de- 
partment store with its centralizing tendencies, 
because the latter will handle, as a rule, only 
the current and most popular books, while the 
former may be made depots for the books of all 
time as well as for the novelties. To the un- 
ceasing demand for novelties is due, in some 
measure, the appalling overproduction, the dis- 
couraging mass of rubbish ground out of the 
publishing mills during the past ten years. 

Another lesson which the Bérsenverein may 
teach its American confréres is the importance 
of maintaining the published price of books. 
The German publisher regulates the price ‘of 
his books with a view to giving the public the 
fullest value possible for its outlay, and to 
securing to the bookseller a fair wage for his 
services. It also includes a small margin—five 
or ten per cent.—which the bookseller in 
the larger cities, such as Berlin, Leipzig, and 
Frankfort, may be called upon to allow to li- 
braries, institutions, and other large buyers. 
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These limits the bookseller must not transgress, 
otherwise he renders himself liable to expulsion 
from the Bérsenverein as well as (in extreme 
cases) to prosecution at law, the German courts 
having held it to be libel, under certain con- 
ditions, to misrepresent the price put upon an 
article by its manufacturer. In many cases 
German publishers take the precaution to print 
a notice on their billheads informing the pur- 
chaser that the bill is a contract and not an in- 
voice, and that the dealer who sells the books 
at any other than the price fixed by the book- 
séller renders himself liable to prosecution. 

Such measures could probably not be enforced 
in this country, nor would they even be desira- 
ble. Paternalism of this kind, notwithstanding 
the socialistic tendencies of the age, is un- 
American, and will scarcely be popular here. 
Nor is it necessary that such measures should 
be adopted, because between the extremes of 
the German rule and the short-sighted policy of 
the American method there is a practical me- 
dium. It seems quite feasible, for instance, 
that the publisher should in the future fix the 
prices of his books at the point at which they 
seem now to be generally sold by both the 
department store and the bookseller. Also that, 
when he deals with the public direct, he charge 
the full retail price, plus the postage. This 
would weaken considerably the underseller’s 
strongest hold upon the public, because he 
could not afford to go much below that point 
and carry on a profitable business. A firm 
stand on this point, in that it would tend to 
renew faith in the published price, would work 
a change for the better in a short time. There 
would still remain, of course, a number of wild- 
cat publishers who would play into the hands 
of the underseller. But as their number is 
small and their productions beneath the notice 
of the average bookbuyer, their influence could 
not be of much consequence. 

It is an encouraging sign of the times that 
several publishers have already made a move 
in the direction indicated above. It is a 
first step in the right direction, and if prop- 
erly supported by an intelligent and wide- 
awake book trade may open the way to other 
needed reforms. The book trade has for so 
long a time done business at little or no profit 
that it will take perhaps little less than a con- 
vulsion of nature to bring about a change. We 
believe that the time has arrived when the 
heads of the publishing and retail trades should 
confer together and devise ways and means 
for their mutual protection. 


WE are pleased to be able to print in this 
connection the following communication sent 
by Lea Brothers & Co. to their customers. 
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The name of Lea has for generations stood for 
fair dealing with the retail book trade, and 
their counsel has always been worthy of con- 


sideration: 
PHILADELPHIA, August, 1895. 


GENTLEMEN: With the return of prosperity through- 
out the country, we wish to urge the book trade to obtain 
retail prices that yield a living profit. 

It has been to us a source of keen regret that our cus- 
tomers should throw away their legitimate profit. Our 
catalogue prices are low for the class of books we manu- 
facture, and quite as many would be sold at list price as 
at cost, which has, we are sorry to say, been too often 
the ruling retail rate. 

Though we do no retail trade in the large cities our- 
selves, we have never found it necessary to cut prices 
elsewhere in order to effect sales, and we are sure that a 
concerted effort on the part of the trade would result in 
establishing uniform, lucrative retail prices upon medical 
books, and in securing a healthy condition of business, 

Experience has shown it to be impossible for a publish- 
er to control his books after they have once been sold, 
but he can fix his prices at reasonable figures and refuse 
to retail at less than list rates. He can refuse to sell} 
through students or to irresponsible trade customers, and 
it is his duty to do so, This rule we have always ob- 
served, and were this habit general, the houses which are 
responsible and ‘‘in the trade to stay’’ would be able to 
accomplish a revolution that would inure to their future 
prosperity and the ultimate benefit of their customers. 

The outlook is most favorable for a good Fall trade. 
May we hope that before it commences, all local differ- 
ences between retail dealers may be settled and a fair 
schedule of prices arranged, to be strictly adhered to, 
By this means a degree of prosperity will be attained to 
which the book trade has long been a stranger, but to 
the accomplishment of which we look forward with hope 
and confidence.

KIPLING’S POSER TO A WOULD-BE 
‘*PRIVATE MULVANEY.” 


A PARAGRAPH has been going the rounds of 
the papers to the effect that ‘‘ William Mc- 
Manus, the original of Kipling’s Private Mul- 
vaney, is now a resident of San Francisco. 
The incidents of his life,” it is added, ‘‘are 
very similar to those related in ‘Soldiers 
Three,’ and he describes Kipling as ‘a plucky, 
inquisitive little fellow in the civil service, who 
passed his bottle around among us privates and 
then got us to tell all the yarns of the barrack- 
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room. In answer to an inquiry from the 
editor of a literary monthly as to the truthful- 
ness of this, Kipling wrote : 


** Dear Str—In reply to your letter, I can say that I 
know nothing of the Private McManus mentioned in the 
cutting you forward. At the same time, I should be 
loath to interfere with a fellow-romancer's trade, and if 
there be such a person as Private McManus, and if he 
believes himself to be the original Terence Mulvaney, 
and can tell tales to back his claim, we will allow that he 
is a good enough Mulvaney for the Pacific slope, and 
wait developments. At the same time, I confess his 
seems to me rather a daring game to play, for Terence 
alone of living men knows the answer to the question: 
‘How did Dearsley come by the palanquin?’ It is not 
one of the questions that agitate the civilized world, but 
for my own satisfaction I would give a good deal to have 
it answered. If Private McManus can answer it without 
evasions or reservations he will prove that he has some 
small right to be regarded as Mulvaney'’s successor. 
Mulvaney he cannot There is but one Terence, 
and he has never set foot in America and never will.

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LIST OF BOOKS FOR GIRLS AND WOMEN 
AND THEIR CLUBS. 


IN 1892, at the Lakewood Conference of the 
American Library Association, Mr. George 
Iles offered a paper on ‘‘ The Evaluation of 
Literature,” which was discussed with consid- 
erable interest. Mr. Iles contended that li- 
praries should have some system of obtaining 
reviews of new books in various fields of liter- 
ature that would give an expert’s view of the 
comparative merits of new works and those al- 
ready existing, and also fearlessly point out 
deficiencies and criticise methods. All such 
criticism was to be signed, and publishers and 
librarians were called upon to look about them 
for the right men to do such critical work upon 
the appearance of the book, untrammelled by 
any commercial or other considerations but the 
intrinsic value of the book. The publishing 
section of the American Library Association 
decided to publish work of this kind if it could 
be put into shape. Women and girls were 
thought to need special direction in the use of 
libraries, and the first annotated list of books 
was undertaken to supply their needs. In 1894, 
at the Lake Placid Conference, this list was put 
into preparation by collaboration under direc- 
tion of Miss Ellen M. Coe. Miss Coe married 
shortly after, and Mr. Iles, who is a member 
of the Executive Committee of the Publishing 
Section, undertook the arduous task of taking 
charge of the work and providing the needed 
expert labor. It could not have fallen into 
better hands. Mr. Iles knows what he wants, 
and is untiring in his efforts to attain it. He 
has planned this list to appear in five parts, 
of which the first, ‘‘ Fiction,” is now issued 
by the Library Bureau of Boston. It has 
been compiled by a ‘‘ Reviewer for 7he Na- 
tion,” which means capacity and literary ex- 
perience. This department represents about 
250 authors and their most noted works, rang- 
ing from Richardson’s epoch-making novels to 
Du Maurier’s ‘‘ Trilby.” In every case a short 
biographical note is made of the author, and in 
every case where the novel mentioned deals 
with any historical, pollitical, social, or ethical 
subject the ground covered is indicated in a 
terse note. The publishers and prices of the 
books are given, and also the shelf number of 
the Dewey classification, that it may be of use 
to librarians in finding books asked for. This 
part of the work has fallen almost wholly upon 
Mr. Iles. 

The other departments to complete this very 
valuable list will be: Part 2: Biography, by 
Assistant Librarians of the N. Y. Free Circu- 
lating Library; History, by Reuben G. Thwaites; 
Travel, by Miss A. R. Hasse; Literature: 
Poetry, Essays, Criticism, by Graeme Mercer 
Adam; and Folk-lore, by Stewart Culin. Part 
3: Fine Arts by Russell Sturgis; Music, by 
H. E. Krehbiel, musical editor of the N. Y. 
Tribune. Part 4: Education, Self-culture, Sci- 
ence, by Miss Angeline Brooks, Olive Thorne 
Miller, Prof. E. R. Shaw and others.* Part 5: 
Useful Arts, Livelihoods, Country Occupations, 
Domestic Economy, Recreations and Sports, by 
various contributors. These parts, together 
With lists of works of reference and of periodi- 
cals, and hints on forming and managing girls’ 
and women’s clubs, and a thorough index, will 
be issued in October as an octavo volume with 
pages four times the size of those of the parts. 
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Although gotten up ostensibly for women and 
girls, the collaborators have had in mind all 
readers of average culture and the selection of 
books makes a valuable reading list for all time 
and all localities. The little booklet of fiction 
is attractive in size, type, paper. Although the 
criticisms naturally show personal bias, they are 
in the main trustworthy and generally liberal. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


JosEPH DERENBOURG, a distinguished Oriental 
scholar, and author of a number of text-books 
for the use of Hebrew students, died in Paris 
on the 6th inst. He was born in Mayence, 
August 21, 1811. 


Miss M. G. MCCLELLAND, the author of 
‘* Severance” (which was subsequently worked 
over into ‘‘ Princess”), ‘‘ Thais,” ‘‘ Oblivion,” 
‘*A Self-made Man,” ‘‘Jean Monteith,” and 
‘‘Mme. Silva,’’ died on the 2d inst. at her home, 
Elm Cottage, near Norwood, Va. 




















































CHARLES Foster, probably the oldest play-- 
wright in this country, died in New York City 
on the 6th inst. Hewas born in Jericho, N. Y., 
March 3, 1833. His first play, ‘‘ Actors by Day- 
light,” was written in 1858, since which time he 
has written dozens of plays and sketches, many 
of which scored great hits. 


Mrs. MINNIE C. PAULL, widely known as the 
author of many Sunday-school library books 
for the American Tract Society, died in London 
July 25. Her ‘‘ Cradle Thoughts” and ‘‘ Con- 
solation for Mothers With Empty Arms” are 
probably among her best-known books. A 
book by her entitled ‘‘He Maketh Me to Lie 
Down” is nearly ready for publication. 


The Atheneum records the death of Richard 
Herne Shepherd, an eccentric man of letters, 
very familiar to London booksellers of ten 
yearsago. At the time of his death he had 
partly completed a bibliography of Coleridge. 
‘*To all collectors of the first editions of the 
works of Tennyson, Thackeray, Dickens, Rus- 
kin, Charles Lamb, Carlyle, and Swinburne, the 
name of Richard Herne Shepherd,” says a 
writerin Zhe Athenaeum, ‘‘isahousehold word. 
He may be said to have invented that class of 
bibliography which modern book collectors most 
esteem. A considerable amount of excellent 
work was also done anonymously by Shepherd 
for John Camden Hotten, William Pickering, 
George Redway, and other publishers. 


Pror. HEINRICH VON SYBEL, the German 
historian, died in Marburg, Germany, August 
1. He was born at Diisseldorf on Dec. 2, 1817. 
He studied history under Ranke and became 
instructor at the University of Bonn in 1844. 
Subsequently he was appointed professor at 
Marburg. In 1861 he was elected to the Cham- 
ber of Deputies in Berlin, and afterwards to the 
Constituent Diet of the North German Federa- 
tion. He was appointed Director of the Prus- 
sian State archives in 1875. His principal 
work was the ‘‘ History of the Founding of the 
German Empire by William 1.” This history 
appeared in seven volumes and was followed 
by a monograph concerning mainly the causes 
of the Franco-Prussian war. The last two vol- 
umes of the history were published last winter 
and the monograph came out six weeks ago.

STONE & KIMBALL have in preparation two 
volumes of poems, one by Eric Mackay, and 
the other (‘‘ Poems of the Day and Year”) by 
Frederick Tennyson, the brother of the Laure- 
ate; a ‘‘ Story of Bluebeard,” newly translated 
by J. E. Southall; also some of Walter Crane’s 
charmingly decorated fairy stories. 


THE new Manual of Arms, prepared by the 
War Department, adapted to the Krag-Jorgen- 
sen magazine rifle (calibre .30) just adopted for 
use in the United States Army, is published by 
D. Appleton & Co. It has been published for 
the government of the Army pending a complete 
revision of the Infantry Drill Regulations. 


THomAsS NELson & Sons will publish short- 
ly Dr. William Wright’s work on ‘‘ Palmyra 
and Zenobia.”” The author visited Palmyra 
twice, and made extensive excavations and a 
fresh examination of the ruins and inscriptions. 
He had many adventures, during ten years, 
among the cities of Bashan and in the desert. 
The book will be profusely illustrated. 


THE AMERICAN PUBLISHING Co., of Hartford, 
Conn., will make an exhibit in the negro build- 
ing at the Atlanta Exposition, of books written 
by negroes, including Frederick Douglass, Hon. 
John Mercell Langston, ex-Representative in 
Congress, Col. Wilson, and others. The 
American Pub. Co. has had large sale of some 
of its publications among the negroes of the 
South. Their book, ‘‘The Black Phalanx,” 
by Colonel Wilson, who was, we believe, the 
only colored regimental commander during the 
war, had, so it is claimed, a sale of 35,000 
copies in the South alone. 


WILLIAM HEINEMANN, the London publisher, 
was born in England, but commenced at an 
early age to lead a cosmopolitan sort of exist- 
ence. He went abroad and picked up three 
languages. Then he went to Triibner’s and 
learnt his trade. When Triibner joined partner- 
ship with Kegan Paul, he started publishing on 
his own account, on January 1, 1889. On 
February 1 he published his first book—Hall 
Caine’s ‘‘The Bondman.” It ran through 
many editions, and was a worthy forerunner of 
‘‘The Manxman.” Since then among his suc- 
cesses have been ‘‘The Heavenly Twins,” 


‘** The Scapegoat,” ‘‘ Ideala,”’ ‘‘ The Green Car- 
nation,” ‘‘ Children of the Ghetto,” ‘‘ The Nau- 
lahka,” ‘‘ Wreckage,” and ‘‘ The Master,” Mr. 
Zangwill’s latest book, which, Mr. Heinemann 
thinks, will take rank as the greatest novel of 
1895. 

THE price of ‘‘Caspar’s Directory of the 
Book and Stationery Trades of the United 
States” has been reduced from $12 to $8. 
Though a portion of this volume is now anti- 
quated, it yet contains a large amount of ma- 
terial that is worth twice the price asked for it. 
Indeed, some of the matter in this directory is 
not obtainable elsewhere. It is much to be 
regretted that Mr. Caspar’s work met with 
such discouraging support from the book trade, 
for, as regards its arrangement, the variety and 
fulness of its information, Mr. Caspar’s direc- 
tory has not yet been equalled in any English- 
speaking country and it stands second only to 
the ‘‘ Addressbuch”’ of the German book trade, 
the latter ranking first only because as it is the 
property of the Bérsenverein, it has an assured 
financial backing and its editors the co-opera- 
tion of every member of the German book 
trade. 

SWAN SONNENSCHEIN & Co. announce a vol- 
ume of criticism entitled ‘‘ The Greater Vic- 
torian Poets,” by Prof. Hugh Walker, of St. 
David's College, Lampeter. Under the name 
of the ‘‘ greater ” Victorian poets, the author 
includes only Browning, Tennyson and Mat- 
thew Arnold. His work, according to the Lon- 
don Academy, ‘‘ may be described as an attempt 
to combine the historical with the philosophical 
method of criticism.” The first half of the 
book traces the chronological development of 
the three poets. From the length of their 
literary careers, special stress is in this part 
necessarily laid on Browning and Tennyson. 
The closing chapters exhibit the relation of the 
three poets to contemporary life, especially in 
its scientific, social and religious aspects. 
Special aspects of this relation also appear in 
chapters devoted to the poetry of nature, and 
to the dramas, which, for reasons he gives, 
Prof. Walker prefers to deal with by them- 
selves. 

JoHn Murray, London, announces a volume 
of the ‘‘Correspondence of Dean Stanley,” 
edited by Rowland E. Prothero, his biographer. 
It will comprise a selection from his unpub- 
lished letters, written throughout his whole 
life, to the members of his family, the late 
Master of Balliol, Mrs. Arnold, Mrs. Drum- 
mond, Dr. Vaughan, Sir George Grove, and 
many other personal friends. By permission 
of the Queen, many of the Dean’s letters to 
Her Majesty are included in the volume, which 
will also contain selections from his poems, 
hymns and occasional verses. Mr. Murray 
has also in preparation ‘‘ The Unpublished 
Works of Edward Gibbon,” the seven auto- 
biographies out of which the autobiography 
familiar to every educated reader was con- 
structed,as Mr. Harrison explained at the time 
of the Gibbon commemoration; his journals, 
written mainly in French, from 1762 to 1764; 
his correspondence with his distinguished con- 
temporaries, his own relations, and with the 
family of the first Lord Sheffield. Mr. Murray 
has acquired the copyright of these most inter- 
esting relics of a great man. The present Earl 
of Sheffield will contribute a preface.
